Be »' enact'd by fid General Aeeem- 
bly >f the Common ir ' >UA of K tlacky: 
1. .That the Governor of this Com- 
monwealth is hereby authorized and 
directed to execute the bond of the 
| Commonwealth of Kentucky to, and 
in favor of the Ktate Hoard of Edu- 
1 cation, for the sum of 4600,B41.03, 

1 being the amouut of Kentucky's share 
| of the “Direct Tax” returned to the 
1 ritate in 1892, pursuant to act of Con- 
gress, hearing iutercst at the rate of 
six per cent, per annum from date 
until paid, said interest to be paid 
semi-annually on the first day of Jan 
uary and July of each year; and said 
bond shall be attested by the Secreta- 
ry of State, and then delivered to said 
Board of Education for the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky. 

2. Upon the execution and delivery 
of said bond as above directed, the 
Auditor and Treasurer of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky are authoriz 
ed and directed to transfer the above- 
named sum of money from the school 
fund to the general expenditure fund 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky. 

3. There now being a deficit in the 
State Treasury, it becomes necessary 
to increase the rate of taxation in or- 
der to meet the current expenditures 
of the Commonwealth, unless said 
money is borrowed by the State from 
the school fuud fur the use of the gen- 
eral expenditure fund of this Com- 
monwealth; aud for these reasous an 
emergency exists aud is delivered, and 
this act shall take died upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor. 

Approved March 12,1892. 

CHAPTER 11. 

An act for the lyenefit of graded 
school. 

Be it enacted by the General Aitembl y 
Of Ih 3 Commonwealth of Kentucky: 
1. That the Hoard ot Trustees of grad- 
ed ichools maintained by taxation 
and designer! for the education of 
children residing within certain 
boundaries may, in coses where the 
tax now imposed in such districts is 
not sufficient to piy for the school 
buildings which bave heretofore been 
completed, but not paid for, issued 
the bonds of such districts for an 
amount equal to the sura due for com- 
pleting the school buildings, and im- 
pose annually a tax ot not exceeding 
twent-five cents on each one hundred 
dollars’ worth of property in the dis- 
trict, in addition to the tax now im- 
posed in such districts, to pay the 
bonds io issued and tho iuterest 
thereon. 

2. The bonds so issued shall not 
bear exceeding six per cent, per an - 
num, and shall be payable at such 
times, and at such places, and in such 
amounts, as they may deteimine; and 
the tax to pay the bonds and interest 
■hall be imposed by an order sigoed 
by a majority of the Trustees, specify- 
ing the annual tax to be imposed. 

3. The tax so imposed shall be col- 
lected by the aneUmcnt value ot the 
property in the district, as ascertained 
by the assessment made tor the State 
and county purposes next preceding 
the collection ot the tax, and may be 
collected by Sheriff of the county, or 
by a collector appointed tor that pur- I 
poee by the Board of Trustees; aud the 
collector or Sheriff shall have the 
tame power in collection of such tax 
aa he has in the collection of State 
tax, and the same penalties shall be 
added for a failure to pay the same, 
and it shall be collected at the same 
time and in the same manner as the 
State tax; and the same compensa- 
tion shall be paid for its collection as 
is paid for collecting the Slate reve- 
nue. 

4. The Board of Trustees shall an- 
nually, ou the second Monday in May, 
impose the tax, and, when collected, j 



it shall be paid to the Chairman of the 
Board, who shall at once apply the 
same to the payment of the bonds and 
interest. When the bonds and inter- 
est arc pa.d, the tax shall not Le lev- 
ied or col!. cted, nor shall the tiust- 
ces, or any of them, receive any com- 
pensation for their services under this 
act. 

5, The bonds herein provided lor 
shall be signed by the Chairman of 
the Board of Trustees of the graded 
schools. No bonds shall be issued on 
account ot any indebtedness that bad 
not been contracted at the time of 
the adoption of the present Constitu- 
tion. No tax collector appointed un- 
der the provisions of this act shall 
commeuce the discharge of the duties 
ot his office until he bus appeared in 
the County Court of the county in 
which the graded school is situated 
and taken the oath of office and exe- 
cuted, with good sureties, a bond 
si.uular to that prescribed by law for 
other tax collectors. Before the 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees
